diferent health, left Hongkong 
on May 27th aboard the P.and OD. 
steamer Novara, in the compans 
of his wife and daughter, Miss J. 
Gordos, his purpose being to 
undergo treatment at Homa and 
to return to tha Colony in the 
latter part of the year. Yesterday, 
however, news reached Hong- 
konz by cable that he nass~l 
away at Bembay, and it was 
received by his numerous trietuus 
with tha utmost sorrow, for the 
lata Mr. Gordon was one of the 
oldest and moat highly esteemed

Tke late Mr. Alexander Grant 
Gordon, MUNA, MIME, 
M.LE.S., bad resided in the East 
or more than forty years, after 
being trained as an engineer on 
the Clyde. He joined the China 
and Manila Steamship Company.

marine superintendent, and in 
this connection he was largely 
soncerned inthe construction of 
the Robi snd the  Zafiro, 
soata which will be remerber- 
ad bs maby residents 
as running between Hong- 
song and the Philippines.

Water Bay and marine superio-

Jompany. He was a surveyor of 
be Marine Board of Underwriters 
of Philadelphia and San Francisco 
ind under the Hongkong Gov- 
‘inment was a sorveyor of boilers 
Aprivatesseamshbipa. Since 1833 
1@ had been principal of the 
arm of Gordon and Compasnoy. 
and ba was the founder of the 
Hongkong Steel ‘Foundry, to the, 
successfol mansgament of which 
te devoted great attention and 
«hich he bailt up to its present 
‘ogition in face of great 
ifficulties. He bad, in fact. 
nade this enterprise one of his 
ife"s chief interests and he was 
ulways optimistic of making the 
ventore a saccess and a credit ta 
he Colony. . 


The lare Mr. Gordon was provd 
-£ hia Scottish nationality and 
vas ever prominent in the activi- 
ies of the community. He was 
be last survivor of the. Caledon- 
an Society, which later became 
he Hongkong St Andrew's 
dctety, of the Iatter of 
which he waa tne of the 
founder members and later 
vecame President. Inthe many 
vaT-tinue fetes, etc.. organised by 
she Society ha was a keen and 
enthusiastic worker. He was 
ilso one of the oldest members 
of the Institution of Engineers 
ind Shipbuilders, In private 
ife, “Sandy Gordon, as be 
vas affectionately termed, was 
+ most charming man. He 
had a most bight and breezy dis- 
voation, was well endowed ‘with 
native wit and few conld excel 
him as.astorv-teller. Hae leaves 
s bright and. cheery. memory 
behind him, and’ by bis death 
meny have Jost a real -and 
genuine friend. For his family 
the sympathy of the whole 
Colony will be felt.

The 
Chinese are already fairly wall 
provided for, becanse-in addition 
to dispensaries, there ia the 
Kwong Wa Hospital But for 
Europeans, there ia na haspital 
whatever, What wauld have 
been oo extremely = illuminating 
would have been a few additional 
figures covering such points as 
the number of Ennipeans who 
have been admitted to Hongkong 
haspitala when in extremis and 
the number who died either in 
transit. ta. Hongkong or soan 
after admission into hospital. It 
is well-known that quite a 
number of European: have 
been sent across the harbour, 
as a’ last resart, when 
adequate ‘treatmdnt. in their 
homes became -impossible, and 
thar their chancas of recovaty 
have been materially prejudiced 
by the experience. It is also
